I''or  four  loiiK  years  we  Ikivh  .stni,L;Kled  :n  this  hijili  school  in  tlie  hope  of  gaining 
kiiowleilKt^  to  til  us  tor  the  life  \v,-  soon  must  live.  By  the  time  we  have  reached  our 
Senior  year,  we  fi-el  (lualified  'o  pn^s  juds;ment  on  anythinf<  and  everything  in  hiyh 
Kchool,  but  alread>'  we  are  be.ijinnint?  to  realize  how  small  and  insignificant  we  are  in 
I  his  wide,  wide  world. 

When  we  look  back,  we  remember  those  persons  who  were  always  with  us,  just 
as  sure  as  class  assessments  and  qui/i!es  were  alwa>s  with  us;  those  who  held  our 
destiny  in  school,  and  to  a  lar,i;e  cxtenl  in  later  life,  by  their  actions  and  characters; 
those  who  made  our  course  possible  by  their  previous  experience,  and  made  our  course 
H  success  by  their  determination  to  lielp  educate  YounL:;  America,  the  i^enius  of  to 
morrow.  We  speak  of  our  Faculty.  Fiist  in  the  heart  of  the  teacher  is  the  pupil,  and 
likewise  first  in  the  heart  of  the  pupil  is  the  teacher,  each  making  the  best  of  circum 
stances  and  both  i)rofitinjj  by  it. 

There  is  nothing  worse  for  the  life  and  enthusiasm  of  a  school  than  to  have,  as 
teachers,  a  collection  of  dried  up  fossils,  shrunken  and  narrow-minded.  We  are  glad 
that  our  faculty  is  so  broad-minded  that  it  is  able  to  look  past  our  defects  and  lead  us 
forth  into  the  world  as  leatlers.  Our  faculty  realizes  the  need  of  trained  men  more 
than  we  do,  and  consequently  keeps  pessins  away  al  us  to  set  our  lessons.  Per- 
haps sometime  an  eif^htli  is  handed  down.  Not  because  they  bear  a  grudge  against  us 
do  they  do  this,  but  because  they  want  us  to  develop  habits  of  study  that  will  bring 
us  success.

We  knew  it  and  most  of  the  time  our  teachers  knew  it,  and  when 
they  did  know  it  we  didn't  lose  any  time  talking  about  the  price  of  ice  cream  in  the 
lower  regions,  or  the  usefulness  of  old  maids  and  wheelbarrows.  It  is  true  that 
among  our  numerous  outside  duties,  our  lessons  were  sometimes  put  in  the  background — 
you  see  we  had  to  sleep  at  least  three  hours  out  of  every  day  and  when  Miss  Parks 
refuses  to  let  us  engage  in  this  greatest  of  all  pleasures  in  the  study  hall,  we  were 
forced  to  get  a  little  sleep  in  bed  at  home,  and  the  worst  part  of  it  was  that  this  sleep 
had  to  be  gained  just  when  we  ought  to  have  been  studying,  therefore  we  couldn't  study. 
But  even  when  laboring  under  these  difficulties,  our  teachers  came  to  our  assistance 
and  were  willing  to  help  us  in  a  brotherly  eighth  period.  They  were  always  willing, 
always  ready,  always  up  to  date  in  our  class  activities  and  with  the  work  of  the  gov- 
ernment.

Resume  of  Senior  Activities 

In  Seiacmbcr,  a  iril'le  h-ss  lhan  lour  years  ago,  there  enroled  in  this  hit'h  school,  a 
class  destined  to  fame  and  honor.  Little  did  the  Faculty  realize  the  possibilities  that 
were  hidden  away  in  that  motley  crew,  which  had  been  gathered  together  from  all  cor- 
ners of  thi'  county.  Doubtless  we  were  as  verdant  as  Freshies  usually  are,  but  in  our 
grade  school  days  our  class  stone  was  the  grindstone  and,  needless  to  say,  we  dug 
right  into  our  lessons. 

Somehow,  we  succeeded  in  getting  through  that  first  year,  and  with  our  admira- 
tion (if  the  Great  .Seniors,  the  football  team,  the  editor  of  the  Buzz,  the  overflowing  peP 
of  the  cheerleader,  and  the  pride  of  thi'  Senior  president  came  the  spirit  of  the  game.

We  lost  our  first  president,  Roy  Williamson,  in  that  tagic  death  of  those  obsolete 
organizations  calls  frats.  During  this  year  we  purchased  our  historic  class  pennant, 
which  met  such  a  glorious  end  on  commencement  evening  last  year;  an  episode  that 
shows  the  real  pep  that  we,  as  Seniors,  have  had  since  we  entered  school. 

Entering  oi:r  Sophomore  year  with  some  disdain  of  Freshmen  and  feeling  very 
much  our  own  importance  to  the  school  and  society  in  general,  we  continued  our  his- 
tory by  electing  Marion  Hitchcock  as  our  president,  with  Kunigunda  von  Leonrod  as 
viee-president  and  Wililam  Scales  as  secretary  and  treasurer.  We  were  continually 
bothered  by  our  studies  and  our  "Omnes  Gallia  est  divisa  in  partes  tres"  gave  us  no 
little  trouble.  The  days  passed  quickly  and  with  them  a  memory  of  a  fine  skating 
party  and  a  i)icnic.  Some  of  our  classmen  made  the  football  and  basketball  teams,  or 
were  beginning  to  show  their  oratorical  powers.  Others  desiring  to  get  acquainted  with 
the  livest  people  in  school  joined  clubs  and  other  organizations. 

Summer  came  and  went  and  after  the  play  days  came  work  again,  and  this  time 
when  we  went  to  Father  Brooks  to  enroll — or  roll  in — we  did  so  as  Juniors.  We  were 
just  beginning  to  realize  the  sujit r-abundant  need  for  study  and  we  put  our  noses  to 
the  grindstone  in  order  to  sharpen  our  wits.  Following  the  example  of  our  political 
liredecessors,  at  the  election,  Charles  Hall  and  William  Brehm  were  put  up  as  candi- 
dates, llallie  won  the  election  while  Mabello  Hoffman  was  elected  vice-president.

The  word,  dumfounded,  is 
the  only  word  in  the  language  which  expresses  the  surprise  of  the  proud  Seniors  when 
they  viewed  the  "Follies  of  1917."  All  our  purloining  of  family  keepsakes  was  repaid 
with  a  single  look  at  their  gapping  faces.  After  they  had  sufficiently  recovered,  they 
were  dined  on  the  finest  that  a  two  and  one-half  bone  assessment  can  buy.  No  one 
went  home  that  night  at  three  A.  M.,  thinking  that  it  was  not  worth  the  trouble  of 
getting  a  dale,  the  flowers,  and  car  for  the  brief  pleasure  of  the  Junior-Senior  reception.

Our  liiilc  slars  as  they  ciiU'rcd  the  Junior  Hie:h  conslelliUion  and  also  the  hirser 
ciiislcr  ol  slars  wiiich'  wa.s  called  ihe  Senior  High  constellation,  showed  to  the  exiieri- 
cnced  cjc,  [hv  cliaracier  ol  faslor,  and  yet,  by  iisins  a  i)0\verful  telescope,  the 
aslronoiner  could  very  often  discover  iracin'^s  of  Antares.  This  was  when  the  little 
jealousies  and  piMty  tjuarrels  were  noticeable  anions  the  diminutive  stars.  In  certain 
pans  of  these  clusters,  could  be  seen  the  influence  of  VeRa,  the  bluish  tint  cast  by 
flunkiiii^  in  (juizzes.  liui,  nevertheless,  they  twinkled  on,  among  the  greater  and  lesser 
siai  s,  si  riving  to  reach  a  larger  and  higher  assemblage  of  splendors.  These  white 
slars,  with  tints  of  various  colors,  were  really  in  the  stage  of  early  life  in  the  exist- 
ence of  slars;  they  wei'e  indeed  youthful  and  their  intense  twinkling  and  dancing  light 
was  in  keeping  with  their'  age. 

Now  as  these  stars  took  on  age,  they  were  ready  to  enter  a  larger  constellation, 
thai  of  the  Soiihomore  cluster.  This  was  by  far  a  more  worthy  constellation  and  soon 
solar  stars  begiin  to  appear  among  them.  They  had  their  Pollux  (Charles  French,  and 
they  also  had  their  fair  Capella  (Catherine  Obee),  and  other'  like  stars  who  had  a  sedate 
manner  of  shining  with  a  somewhat  steadier  light  and  less  scintillation;  then  they  had 
theii-  Ant 'ires  (George  Tennant),  who  was  important  and  impressive  and  who  sparkled 
with  less  motion  and  animation  in  h's  general  aspect;  and  there  was  also  Beteleguse 
(Montgomery  Talcott),  who  even  went  so  far  as  to  let  his  eyelids  droop  at  intervals 
and  thus  become  a  variable  star,  which  is  thought  to  be  one  of  the  marks  of  advancing 
age  in  star  life.  Then  there  were  those  of  the  Sirian  type  (Eula  Brown,  Vernon  Car- 
rier and  Robert  Griffin),  who  were  not  ostentatious  but  very  brilliant;  there  was  also 
Vega  (Hazel  Howard),  young,  fresh,  and  joyous;  Arcturus  (Mary  Wilson),  full  of 
dignity;  Sirius  (Lee  Sorey),  brilliant,  but  not  impressive;  Dubhe  and  Merak  (Raymond 
McKee  and  Robeit  Burnn),  fair  and  smiling  as  they  gracoiusly  pointed  the  way  to  the 
Noith  Star;  .Mizir  (Margueiiie  Smith)  who  was  always  friendly  to  all;  Alcor  (Wilma 
Van  Zandl),  who  was  faithfulness  personified,  and  Aldebai'am  (Norman  Neighbor), 
sturdy  and  winning  to  th(>  l;,st.  Thero'  was  also  the  stable  and  responsible  Polaris 
(Polly  Hedges),  who  was  always  to  be  relied  upon  when  one  was  in  the  dark  (?). 

Many  more  might  be  added  to  this  liKt,  but  I  have  no  desire  or  expectation  that 
others  may  have  the  same  impressions  concern'ng  these  individual  stars.  Since  there 
are  many,  one  could  not  possibly  name  all,  as  they  are  so  changeable  and  one  would 
be  unable  to  keep  account  of  them. 

Some  of  these  stars  may  ?.o  on  twinkling  as  they  have  been  doing — shedding  their 
light  ui)on  the  nearest  and  dearest  to  them;  others  will  disappear  from  view  behind 
the  walls  of  great  universities  or  in  Uncle  Sam's  service,  to  reappear  later,  much  larger 
and  bi'ightt  r;  and  some  will  even  be  indi.stinguishable  from  the  planets  when  they  once 
moi-y  come  into  view.

Of  late,  the  society  has  deviated  into  another 
line  of  work,  which  may  be  called  the  "Humane  Art"- -that  of  bandage  making,  etc.,  for 
the  Red  Cross. 

The  society  is  a  veiy  well  organized  one,  as  is  evidenced  by  its  constitution,  the 
manner  in  which  its  meetings  are  held,  and  the  schemes  which  they  undertake  and  com- 
plete. 

The  emblem  flower  of  the  society  is  the  sweet  pea,  symbolic  of  what  the  girls  afe 
striving  to  make  of  themselves:  sweet,  wholesome,  refined  and  cultured  women.

The  big  event  of  th(^  year  was  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Richardson-Jazz-McCarter- 
House,  and  each  organization  gave  a  stunt  which  was  very  much  appreciated  by  all.  The 
House  of  R(>presentat ivi\s  also  entertained  the  debaters  after  the  debate  between  Hutch- 
inson and  Niv'kerson.  Another  receiition  was  given  for  the  visiting  team  wlien  Hu  ch  nson 
debated  Pratt;  iis  a  result  the  gentlemen  from  New  York  and  Kansas  have  since  shown 
a  great  deal  of  interest  in  Pratt,  there  being  a  coupli-  of  lady  members  on  the  visiting 
team. 

Mr.  Hill  is  the  critic,  and  as  he  is  an  ex-college  debater  none  could  have 
filled  his  place  better.  The  words  of  Cray,  Hoffman,  and  Rauh  will  forever  resound  in 
the  chaiiibiMs  of  the  House  of  Reiiresentat ives,  and  may  some  day  be  heard  in  the 
House  at  Washington.  The  House  has  had  a  very  successful  year,  is  well  organized  and 
well  fitted  for  equally  successful  work  next  year.

SPEAKING  OF  MATtiEM ATICS 

Tl'  you  should  begin  talking  to  the  average  high  school  student  about  calculus, 
analytics,  etc.,  he  would  throw  up  his  hands  in  horror  and  amazement. 

However,  there  are  eleven  stuednts  of  the  Gold  and  Blue  wlio  would  be  interested 
immediately.  These  eleven  students  are  members  of  the  advanced  unified  mathematics 
class,  which  Miss  Harris  is  teaching  this  semester.  This  course  combines  arithmetic, 
algebra,  geometry,  trigonometry  and  elements  of  calculus  and  analytics.  The  function 
idea  is  stressed  throughout  the  course. 

Since  nine  of  these  students  in  the  class  hid  just  taken  trigonometry,  the  first  work 
they  did  was  to  graph  the  six  trigonometic  functions,  namely,  the  sine,  cosine,  tangent, 
cotangent,  secant,  and  cosecint  by  various  methods.  Both  rectangular  co-ordinate,  and 
I)olar  co  ordinate  were  used.  The  next  work  taken  up  was  the  study  of  variables,  and 
straight  lines.  They  learned  how  to  read  the  equation  of  a  straight  line,  and  many  other 
interesting  things  about  a  simple  straight  line.  They  saw  the  use  of  graphs  as  time  and 
labor  savers,  and  also  grapl»s  in  a  form  that  the  average  person  can  understand  better 
than  figures. 

After  a  thorough  study  of  linear  equations  , their  graphs  and  use,  ihey  turned  to 
the  ciu  idralic  equations  which  graph  conic  sections.  First  they  saw  how  conic  sections 
were  derived  from  a  cone  and  learned  the  law  of  each.  They  found  th^^  no  matter  how 
a  cone  was  cut  with  a  plane,  only  two  intersecting  straight  lines,  a  circle,  an  ellipse,  a 
parabola,  oi'  a  hyperbola  could  be  obtained,  but  they  also  found  that  the  number  of  won- 
derful things  to  be  studied  about  these  five  curves  were  apijarently  unlimited. 

First  they  constructed  them  by  mechanical  means,  then  by  ruler  and  compass,  each 
time  i)roving  tliat  the  curve  they  had  been  striving  to  get  h  id  been  secuied.  Next  came 
the  construction  of  the  tansrenls  to  each  of  these  curves  and  the  [iioofs  that  they  I'eally 
had  tangents.  Of  course  they  wanted  to  know  how  to  r'ecognize  (he  curve  if  they  saw 
its  equal  ion,  so  they  worked  out  the  equation  for  each  curve.  When  they  tested  their 
results,  they  found  that  they  had  not  worked  in  vain.  Since  the  tangents  and  normals 
also  had  equations,  they  found  these  and  learned  how  to  write  the  equation  of  the  tan- 
gent, nnrmfil.  or  curve,  itself,  if  one  of  the  three  were  givn.  They  sought  to  find  where 
these  i-urves  are  found  in  everyday  life.  Tliey  found  thai  Boyle's  Ln\\  i;rat)hed  ;i  h>pei- 
bola;  that  the  path  of  a  falling  body  is  a  parabolic  curve;  and  they  also  found  a  great 
many  uses  for  the  ellipse,  ciicle,  and  straight  line.  This  information  made  them  feel 
that  mathematics  is  really  connected  with  everyday  life.

It  mi.yht  be  of  interest  lo  h'arn  that  while  the  wealth  of  (he  Tnited  States  is  more 
than  the  entire  weallh  of  Kn-;land,  Fr;ince,  and  Germany,  there  are  fourteen  countries 
ahead  of  the  I'niled  Slates  in  (he  number  of  savings  bank  depositors  per  thousand  people. 
The  H.  H.  S.  Bank  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  promoting;  thrift  among  the  high 
school  students  by  affording  t|iem  a  convenient  method  of  depositing  ihcii'  sp:u'e  money.

It  is  ;i  (luotalion  from  V.'i'Mr.ni  Cull  ri 
Bryant,  one  of  Amei'ica's  most  noted  nature  poets. 

The  club  meets  every  alternate  Thursday  at  :':'iO  in  room  thirty-six  At  each 
meeting,  at  le;isl  one  and  generally  two  si)e;ikers  speak  on  some  inieresling  biological 
subject  which  he  has  thoroughly  prepared.  After  the  speech  has  been  given  the  sub- 
ject is  open  to  discussion  to  the  whole  club,  thus  giving  everyone  a  chance  to  air  his  or 
her  views  on  the  subject  and  a(  the  same  time  learn  more  aboui  the  subject  from  each 
other.
